POCATELLO. 
Idaho, July 22—From 
present indications the conflict between 
the settlers in 
the 
Jackson 
Hole 
county, in northeastern 
Idaho and 
northwestern Wyoming, and the In 
dians, is not at an end, although news 
of the trouble has been suppressed. 
It 
is now positively known that at least 
four Indians were killed. 
Just a week 
ago word was recieved at the Bannock 
agency, twelve miles north of here 
that several hundred Bannock 
and 
Shoshone Indians had come in conflict 
with the settlers, and all the available 
Indian police were sent out to bring 
the hunters back. 
Today the wander- 
ers arrived once more on their reserva- 
tion, but they are far from being in as 
peaceful a frame of mind as when they 
left, for in a wagon accompanying the 
returning band were 
the bodies of 
four dead bucks. 
It had been given 
out along all that only one 
Indian 
was killed and the trouble has 
been 
made light of as much as possible. 
White Bear, captain of the Indian po- 
lice, admitted that he brought 
back 
the four bucks, and the trouble was re- 
garded so seriously by Indian 
Agent 
Teter that he himself went to assist in 
starting the wayward hunters 
home. 
The band of between 200 and 300 which 
arrived 
today 
is 
in a surly mood. 
Of course, they talk little to white men, 
but one of the bucks said they 
were 
only coming to the reservation to get 
more ammunition, and then they were 
going back to kill the white men. This 
and similar threats have caused 
the 
present uneasiness among those 
in 
authority, and unless the Indians re- 
turn quietly to theii homes Agent 
Teter will request that the Seventh in- 
fantry. from Fort Russell at Cheyenne, 
or the Eighth cavalry from Boise, be at 
once sent to this point. 


The settlers in the vicinity of the re- 
cent trouble are very much disturbed 
and many of them are leaving their 
farms to get nearer to civilization, or 
are banding together for protection. 
They complain bitterly that the red 
hunters have no respect whatever for 
their rights or property. 
Crops are 
trodden under the foot of their ponies 
and women insulted. 
There are 1,800 
Bannock and Shoshone Indians on the 
reservation. 


J. C. Houtz, a wealthy ranchman, of 
Soda Springs, and one of his herders, 
while trying to cross Salt river to 
Houtz'i» ranch, seventy-five miles north- 
east of hiere, were stopped with rifles in 
the hands of Indian police. 
The police 
said the Indians were on the war path. 
Mr. Houtz says the police told him 
that the Indians had killed a white 
man, his wife and child and that the 
settlers had rallied and killed six In< 
dians. 


CHKYEKNE, Wyo., July 2 2 —Governor 
Richards has received a number of 
anxious inquiries from eastern friends 
of members of the nineteenth annual 
geological survey from Princeton col- 
lege, now making a trip in northwest- 
ern Wyoming, who have been reported 
captured by Bannocks and massacred. 
Governor Richards is certain that no 
harm has befallen the students. 
Tne 
fight between settlers and Bannock In- 
dians occurred on July 4 in the J ack- 
son 
Hole region near the western 
Wyoming line, directly south of the 
Yellowstone National park. 
On July 5 
the Princeton student« were at Lander, 
in Fremont county, over 100 miles from 
the scene of the trouble. 
The expedi- 
tion remained in Lander for several 
days and then proceeded slowly up the 
Big Wind river towards the northwest 
in search of specimens and to examine 
the geological formations west of Fort 
Washi^ie. 
The country in which they 
were to travel is comparatively well 
settled and for at least fifty miles along 
the Big Wind river there are numerous 
ranches. 
The country to be examined 
by the party is within easy reach ot 
Fort Washakie, where there are two 
companies of United States infantry 
and a number of Indian police. 


ONE STUDENT HEARD FKOM 


WASHINGTON. July 22 —P. B. Pierce, 
father of S. E. Pierce, one of the party 
of Princetonians said to have been cap- 
tured by the Bannock Indians in Ida- 
ho, this morning received a letter from 
his son dated July 10,''with a postscript 
dated July 15. 
The postscript 
was 
written at the mouth of Perry Creek, 
about sixty miles from Jackson's Hole, 
where the troubles are said to have oc- 
curred. 
Young Pierce stated that the 
party was about to start for the Yellow- 
stone through the Union pass. 
Gov- 
ernor Richards' dispatch to the secre- 
tary of the interior last week fixed the 
date of the fight as July 13. 
As the 
students could not have reached the 
locality before the 18th, Mr. Pierce 
entertains little anxiety 
in regard to 
them. 
Professor Hatcher is said to be 
experienced in Indian ways and Mr. 
Pierce 
has full confidence 
in 
his 
ability to handle the party safely. 


STUDENTS ALL RIGHT. 


N E W YORK, July 22—Reports that 
the party of 
Princeton students, en- 
gaged in 
geological 
exploration 
in 
Wyoming had been captured by Ban- 
nock Indians, caused much apprehen- 
sion among the friends of the students 
in this city.

Will Mako a Determined Stand for Jn!>i.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The negotia- 
tions with the French government, re- 
specting the case of ex-United 
States 
Consul Waller, who is now under con- 
finement in a French jail at Marseilles, 
are in a most unsatisfactory shape, and 
this, too, in spite of the best efforts of 
the department, exerted 
throughout 
Ambassador Eustis to secure justice for 
Waller. 


It is becoming evident that if any- 
thing is to be accomplished it will 
be 
only by the display of a much more de- 
termined stand than has yet been as- 
sumed by our government. 
Letters 
received here from the prisoner show 
that he is still a sick man, suffering 
from congestive chills, and that he is , 
weakened and debilitated irom 
his 
confinement and by the climatic condi- 
tions. Great pressure has been brought 
to bear upon the state department 
to 
induce it to securejustice for Waller,and 
many prominent men have interested 
themselves in the case. 
The two sena- 
tors from Kansas, of which state Waller 
is a citizen, have been particulary ener- 
getic, and Senator Martin has called in 
person at the state department to urge 
prompt action. 
The department some- 
time ago instructed Mr. Eustis, our am- 
bassador at Paris, to make a thorough 
investigation of Waller's case, to see 
how to procure a copy of the record of 
the court martial showing the evidence 
of which Waller is made to suffer the 
extraordinary severe sentence of con- 
finement 
for twenty years. 
The am- 
bassador has not been very successful in 
executing his instructions, though it 
appears that he has done all in his 
power to carry them out. 
For one 
thing the French government abso- 
lutely refused the ambassador the right 
to see Waller personally, a very extra- 
ordinary attitude to assume where the 
rights of an American citizan are con- 
cerned. 
Then, it has failed so far to 
supply the embassador with the desired 
copy of the court martial record in 
order that our government might sat- 
isfy itself of the suflSciency of the evi- 
dence on which Waller was convicted. 
It is said by Waller's friends here that 
altogether the proceedings were ex- 
tremely irregular, and a travesty upon 
justice. 
The fact that Mr. Eustis as yet 
has been unable to secure anything like 
a record appears to give weight to thfese 
statements. 
Then as to Paul 
Bray, 
Waller's 
stepson, 
it 
is 
said 
that 
he 
was 
deported 
from 
Madagas- 
car 
and 
suffered 
hardships 
with, 
out 
the 
vestige 
of 
a 
trial 
or 
any 
legal 
proceeding, 
and 
as 
he 
is a full fledged American citizen, this 
tnust form the subject of a demand for 
redress. 
Altogether, the case is one 
threatening to hold out many diflBcul- 
ties in the way of an amicable adjust- 
ment, but in view of the pressure 
which is being exerted on the state de- 
partment, it may be assumed th at it 
will endeavor to do it before congress 
meets again, and the subject is further 
complicated by instructions from the 
legislative 
branch 
similar to those 
which formed the basis of action in the 
Mora case.

INCREASED POTATO ACREAGE. 


Fanners I>evotlu^ More Attention to 


the RniNin;? of the Tuber. 


WASHINGTON, July 22—The statistics 
the agricultural department has been 
gathering on the acreage and condition 
of the potato crop were completed Sat- 
urday and show that there has been a 
steady increase in the acreage since 
1892, and that the increase this year 
over 1894 is 8 percent, 
only 
seven 
states showing a decrease. 
Minnesota 
increases its acreage by one third, and 
Florida, Iowa, North and South 
Da- 
kota by one-fourth, while a large in- 
crease is shown in Maine, Nebraska, 
Rhode 
Ifeland, 
Vermont, 
Arkanses, 
Maryland 
and 
Oregon. 
The 
gen- 
eral condition of the crop is 91J per 
cent, on a basis of 100 per cent, as an 
ordinary crop. 
The general condition 
is decreased by low percentages from 
important producing states such as 
Illinois, where the condition is only 57 
per cent., Indiana 70, Ohio 74 and 
Michigan 87. 
The cause was drought 
and later frost. 
The condition is re- 
ported low also in the Virginias, North 
Carolina, Tennessee 
and 
Kentucky. 
On the upper Mississippi river (north 
ot Illinois) and on the Missouri the re- 
ports are above normal; similarly in 
Arkansas and Texas. 
A large yield on 
a largely increased acreage is reported 
in Florida.

ence at the Baptist Cbnreli. 
Rev, S. A. Northrop, pastor of the 
Tabernacle, was out of the city yester^ 
day attending the national convention 
of the Baptist Young People's societies 
at Baltimore and Rev. J. P. Rice, the 
pastor of the Christian church, accepted 
an invitation extended him by Rev.

The Destiny of the Horse. 


An establishment with all of the 
facilities for slaughtering horses and 
preparing their flesh for shipment, to 
be used as food, is one of the new 
achievements ot western enterprise. 
The plant is located at Linnton, Ore 
gon, about ten miles from Portland 
and will be operated on a large scale, 
the paif^iculars of which have been 
given in THE SSNTINEL'S telegrams. 


The American public has been accus- 
tomed to think of the consumption of 
horse flesh as a purely foreign eccen 
tricity, and it is an innovation which is 
not likely to make very rapid progress 
in this country. There is probably no 
strong logical argument against it. but 
sentiment is a powerful force among 
the Americans, and sentiment is not 
hospitable to the transformation of the 
horse into an article of diet. How far 
this may be changed and modified by 
the new economic conditions which 
have cheapened horses to such a de- 
gree as to make it unprofitable to breed 
them for beasts of burden, remains to 
be seen. 


There is no disguising the fact that 
the whole trend of modern mechanical 
invention has been to relegate horses 
to the rear. Thousands of them have 
been thrown out of employment, so to 
speak, by the newest appliances of 
steam and electricity. The cable and 
the trolley have taken the place of the 
horse, and his cousin, the mul e, in all 
of the large cities. The bicycle has 
furnished a cheaper and a more con 
venient method of transit to a multi- 
tude of people ^ho were formerly de- 
pendent upon horses. And now the 
horseless earrisge is making its way to 
the front and is demonstrating to the 
world its feasibility and its advantages 
over the old method of locomotion. 


It begins to look as if there will be 
very little left within a few years for 
the horse to do. Even the farmers are 
beginning to use steam plows, and the 
application of electricity to the pur 
poses of agriculture is only a question 
of time. 
The revolution which has 
changed the whole system of industry 
within a quarter of a century is proba- 
bly the forerunner of more startling 
innovations, and in forecasting the 
possibilities of the future it is difficult 
to tell just where the horse will come 
out. 


From the earliest ages of the world 
the horse has been the faithful servant 
of man. He has helped him to fight 
his battles, and has been his unfailing 
ally in subduing the soil, conquering 
his foes in battle and making the earth 
fit habitation for civilized people. 
There is something profoundly pathetic 
in the thought of his exit from the 
stage of action. It is consoling to know 
that he cannot wholly "cease from out 
the firmament." But he will have to 
abide by the irrevocable law which pro- 
vides for the survival of the fittest. 
There are certain places which the 
horse will always fill, but these will be 
occupied by the most excellent of his 
kind. The fine racers and the thor- 
oughbreds will stay, for neither nature 
nor art can supply for these a fitting 
substitute. 
But the plugs will have to 
go, or be born and bred only to be 
slaughted and to be used as food for the 
proud worm which is commonly called 
man. 


New York's Social Blgbts Law. 
When Susan B. Anthony said there 
was as much prej-adice against the ne- 
gro in the north as there was in the 
Bouth, she was not so far out of the 
way, judging from tho commotion stir- 
red up in New York by the Malby law, 
so callcd. This was an act passed by tho 
legislature recently making it a punish- 
able offense for any hotel or theater pro- 
prietor or any manager of a house of 
public entertainment to refuse accom- 
modation to negroes. 


A broad grin must have overspread 
the face of the whole south as its people 
read of the consternation created when 
that bill became a law. To test it some 
gentlemanly, well dressed colored men 
visited hotels, restaurants and theaters 
in New York city and requested ad- 
mission. 
At Delmonico's and the 
magnificent hot€l which has long been 
regarded as a sort of Democratic head- 
quarters the black men were admitted 
and served without a word. 
At some 
smaller places the restaurants were "all 
full," which was plainly a lie. 
At 
one Turkish bath establishment the pro- 
prietor fairly fell on his Imees to the 
colored gentlemen and begged them, 
with tears in his eyes, to let liim off. 
'I know the law," he said, "and have 
to obey it, but if I do it will ruin my 
business. ' ' They let him off. At some 
places the men were refused accommo- 
dation point blank, and here they pro- 
pose to bring suit. 


Some of the black men got their share 
of fun out of the raid. They say they 
have no intention of claiming their 
rights. They only wanted to ».>e if they 
could do it. That Was alL

The Race Between John B. Gentry 
and Joe Patchen. 


The race between the great pacing 
stallions, John K. Gentry, 2:03ij and 
Joe Patchen, 2:04, which is to be de- 
cided at Freeport, 111., on Wednesday 
afternoon next, is expected to prove 
one of the greatest events in the his- 
tory of harness racing, and horsemen 
all over America are awaiting the re- 
sult with much interest. So evenly 
matched are these horses, and so great 
has been the racing career ef each, that 
picking the winner will be a hard task. 
John R. Gentry has the race record, 
2:033, but Joe Patchen finished second 
in 2:021 to Robert J.'s 2:02^, and it

On the other hand, John R. Gentry 
defeated Robert J. in the first heat 
of that memorable fiasco at Nashville 
last fall in 2:04, and showed that his 
burst of speed in the home stretch is 
something terrific. His public quarter 
in 0:28| at Dubuque in June is proof 
that he has lost none of his power to 
make a grand finish, Joe Patchen has 
the honor of being the only horse that 
has ever defeated Robert J. in a race, 
and this fact is used in support of the 
argument that he is a greater race 
horse than Gentry, who was an easy 
victim for the Hamlin gelding when 
they met at Philadelphia last Novem 
her. Joe Patchen went a mile in 2:04 
at Janesville last Monday, and John 
R. Gentry covered the distance with 
speed to spare at La Crosse week before 
lastin2:06i. 
These exhibitions indi 
cate that both horses are in fine trim 
and their race on Wednesday next 
ought to be productive of some phe- 
nomenal miles.

The game es- 
caped, and-Fraser sat down to enjoy a 
brief siesta before returning to camp. 
He pushed the brush aside and was dig- 
ging thoughtfully in the dirt with his 
fingers when he picked up a piece of rich 
float. He did not know what it was, but 
it was a nice specimen of something, 
and he put it in his pocket. He stuck 
his pick into the ground and encounter- 
ed an obstruction in the shape of a lead.

FLAG? 


Hawaii'^ Star Would Make Old Glory 
Stiine In Symmetry, 


The 44 stars now in the field of the 
American flag present a very jagged ap- 
pearance, There does not seem to be 
any way to arrange them in equal rows. 
All sorts of forms and arrangements 
have been adopted by flagmakers. Per- 
haps some uniform plan of placing the 
stars would be settled upon if it were 
not that every one expects the number 
will shortly be increased. 


No change can be made, however, un- 
til 1896, as the law requires that addi- 
tional stars shall be added only on the 
Fourth of July succeeding the admis- 
sion of new states. In all probability 
Utah and New Mexico will be admitted 
next winter, which will increase the 
stars in the field to 46. But even then 
there will be almost the same irregu- 
larity, though the field will be more 
nearly filled up and will appear less 
jagged than now. 


Forty-eight stars could be arranged 
so as to present a perfectly regular ap- 
pearance, and it is not improbable that 
that number may be reached before long. 
Oklahoma, a booming territory, is ask- 
ing admission, and Arizona has long 
had pretensions to statehood. 


With the admission of those four or- 
ganized territories the national domain 
will be exhausted unless the Indian 
country is to be absorbed or admitted as 
an Indian state. There is, of course, 
Alaska, but that region can hardly be 
considered as a possible state. It might 
be added to our extreme northwestern 
state, or even to California, as there is 
no constitutional obstacle to this. 


An ideal number of stars for arrange- 
ment in the field of the flag would be 
49. Up, down and diagonally there 
would be rows of seven, the mystic 
number. 


It is quite possible that there may be 
4 9" states before the end of the century. 
The civilized Indians in the Indian Ter- 
ritory may ask and obtain admission, 
or the American colonies in the Ha- 
waiian Islands may come in. It is true 
that they are now maintaining an inde- 
pendent republic, but they constantly 
avow their purpose to ask admission to 
the Union.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


REVOLUTION IN SURGERY. 


Promised Thronsrh the Discovery of a Phil- 
adelphia Physician. 


Dr. J. H. McClelland of Pittsburg, In 
describing a discovery which, it is said, 
will revolutionize the administration of 
anaesthetics—the discovery of Dr. H. 
L. Northrap of Philadelphia—says : 


"The administration of oxygen with 
chloroform marks an advance in the 
histoiy of anœsthesion second only to 
the discovery of anaesthetics itself. 


"It consists simply of forcing oxygen 
gently through a small body of chloro- 
form. The apparatus consists of an or- 
dinary chloroform 
inhaler such as 
Bjohne & Geseman's of London pre- 
ferred, or a Junker. Instead, however, 
of forcing air through the chloroform 
bottle with a bulb, as ordinarily done, 
a tube is substituted, which is connect- 
ed with a cylinder of oxygen. This is 
turned on fast or slow to suit the neces- 
sities of the case. It is perfectly agree- 
able to the patient, and there is no 
strangling, seldom nausea during or aft- 
er-the operation, and the pulse steadily 
gets stronger. Under almost any circum- 
stances the heart action is strengthened 
and respiration becomes more regular. " 
—Cincinnati Commercial Gazette.

All 
the eatables, money and other offerings 
were thrown into the grave.

LABOR IN F R A N C E . - ^ - 


Strikes of 1894 and the Attempts to End 
Them by Arbitration. 


The French bureau of labor has re- 
cently roade a report of the strike sta- 
tistics of that country in 1894. There 
were 891 strikes, in which 54,576 work- 
men took direct part, and by which 
4,468 others were thrown into idleness, 
so that in all 1,062,480 days of work 
were lost. The year before there were 
634 Btrikes, Involving 170,128 men. In 
1892 there were 261 strikes, and in the 
year 1891, 367. 


Of tho strikes of 1894, 55 per cent 
grew out of questions of wages. The 
workmen were successful in 21 per cent 
of the strikes, which concerned 25 per 
cent of all the strikers. Strikes involv- 
ing 451^ per cent of the workmen fail- 
ed, and 38 per cent of the strikes were 
partly successful. 
There were 101 ap- 
peals to the comparatively new law of 
arbitration. Eight of these appeals, sev- 
en by tlie workingmen and one by the 
employers, were made at the very outset 
of the strikes before work was actually 
stopped, and 98 appeals were made aft- 
er strikes had already been declared. 
The number of appeals to the law of 
arbitration by workingmen was 51. 
Employers made the appeal four times, 
and employers and employed together 
twice, while the judge having jurisdic- 
tion intervened 44 times. Employers re- 
fused arbitration in 24 cases and the 
workingmen in 16 cases. After arbitra- 
tion had been refused the workingmen in 
two cases gave up their demands with- 
out actually having quit work. A strike 
was declared once, 21 strikes were con- 
tinued and five were ended by the de- 
feat of the workingmen, who aban- 
doned their demands.' Of 28 strikes be- 
gun or continued after arbitration was 
refused six succeeded, seven were com- 
promised and nine were defeated. In 64 
other conflicts 60 committees of concil- 
iation were constituted, two in the case 
of one strike. 


A CITY IN THE SEA. 


Rnins of a TLarge Town Discovered at the 
Depth of Eighty Feet. 


The oity authorities at Rovigno, on 
the peninsula of Istria, in the Adriatic 
sea, have discovered, a little south of 
the peninsula, the ruins of a large town 
at the bottom of the sea. It had been 
observed for years that fishermen's nets 
were sometimes entangled in what ap- 
peared to be masses of masonry, of which 
fragments were brought up from the sea 
bed. Then a diver declared that he had 
seen walls and streets below the water, 
and so the authorities of Rovigno de- 
cided to investigate. They sent down a 
diver, who, at the depth of 80 feet, 
found himself surrounded at the bottom 
of the sea by ruined walls. 


Continuing his explorations, he traced 
the line of walls and was able to dis- 
tinguish how the streets were laid out. 
He did not see any doors or windows, 
for they were hidden by masses of sea- 
weed and incrustations. He traced the 
masonry for a distance of 100 feet, and 
there he had to stop, for his diving cord 
did not permit him to go farther. He 
had proved beyond a doubt that he had 
found the ruins of a once inhabited 
town, which, through some catastrophe, 
had been covered by the sea. It is prob- 
able that these are the ruins of the lost 
town of Cissa, upon the island of that 
name, mentioned by Pliny the elder.— 
New Tors buu.

FROIT House. 


Will Throw Projectiles Rapidly and WItli 


Great Force—Is Llgixt, Economical and 
Claimed to Be Nonexplosive—Invention 
of a Springfield (O.) Electrician. 


From an electrical exchange the fol- 
lowing facts concerning an invention 
•which the inventor thinks will revolu- 
tionize the making of modem war ord- 
nance are obtained. 
It is by Alvaro S. 
Kxotz, an electrician of Springfield, O. 
He is chief engineer of the Springfield 
Street Railway company. 


The results of this invention are a 
noiseless but deadly weapon as destruc- 
tive and terrible as the most powerful of 
modern cannon. The agent which the 
inventor has employed in place of pow« 
der, gun cotton or dynamite is an elec- 
tric current, and the results of esperi- 
ments made recently were held to be as 
satisfactory as if these agencies had been 
used. 


Three years ago Mr. Krotz was grant- 
ed a patent on an electric regulator, 
which has been in use in the street rail- 
way power house ever since. 
Three 
months ago a second patent was granted 
for an improvement on this regulator, 
and about this time Mr. Krotz was pos- 
sessed with the idea that he could use 
his regulating device in throwing pro- 
jectiles. He went to work and made sev- 
eral experiments. Recently the gxm was 
tested secretly and proved a success be- 
yond expectations. 


The gun was simply a brass cylinder 
open at both ends. Around this tube, 
which was o feet long and 2}4 feet 
thick, with a smooth one inch bore, en- 
tire length, the electric current was so 
arranged that bullets were made tem- 
porary magnets, arranged with positive 
and negative poles or lines parallel with 
the length of the tube. The balls or bul- 
lets were attracted by the lines of force 
after them, giving the projectiles ever 
increasing impetus as they passed along 
the tube or gun. 


Mr. Krotz says that the "special ad- 
vantages of the gun are that it cannot 
explode; that it maybe made very light 
weight in proportion to its capacity for 
throwing projectiles; that it is economic 
in expense and operation; that the limit 
of the number of balls it will throw 
within a given time is the number of 
balls that can be got to its breach con- 
Eecutively in a given time. I estimate 
that a five foot gun under 500 volt, 100 
ampere current, will throw a one pound 
ball 1,000 feet with a striking force of 
100 pounds. The lines of force resultant 
from the current act upon the molecular 
magnetism in the projectile in one di- 
rection only, tm-ning each individual 
molecule in the same direction, where 
the lines of force are of opposite polarity, 
traveling ahead of the projectile as it 
passes through the gun. The bullets are 
thrown forward in much the same way 
r.s the armature of an electric motor is 
made to revojve on its axi.?. " 


An Educated Spider. 


Athens, Ga., has an educated spider 
which has aroused considerable interest. 
He wove a web on the lot of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Moon ou Hickory street that has 
beeu the subject of study on the part of 
all who have seen it. The web is of a 
dark color, aud across the center is a sil- 
very strip resembling writing very 
much, not very unlike the chirography 
of lawyers and gi-eat men. A close ex- 
amination of the writing revealed near- 
ly every letter of the alphabet perfectly 
formed. The superstitious regard it as 
coutainiug seine kind of a message. The 
old spider who executed such an ingea- 
ious picce of work is nowhere to be 
found. —Atlanta Constitution.

Just a week 
ago word wasrecieved at the Bannock, 
agency, twelve miles north of here, 
that several hundred Bannock and 
Shoshone Indians had come in conflict 
with the settlers, and all the available 
Indian police were sent out to bring 
the hunters back. Today the wander- 
ers arrived once more on their reserva- 
tion, but they are far from being in as 
peaceful a frame of mind as when they 
left, for in a wagon accompanying the 
returning band were the bodies of 
four dead bucks. It had been given 
out along ail that only one Indian 
was tilled and the trouble has been 
made light of as much as possible. 
White Bear, captain o? the Indian po- 
lice, admitted that he brought back 
the four bucks, and the trouble was re- 
garded so seriously by Indian Agent 
Teter that he himself went to assist in 
starting the wayward hunteis home. 
The band of between 200 and 300 which 
arrived today is in a surly mood. 
Of course, they talk little to white men., 
but one of the busks said they were 
only coming to the reservation to get 
more ammunition, and than they were 
going back to kill the while men. This 
and similar threats have caused the 
present uneasiness among those in 
authority, and unless the Indians re- 
turn, quietly to their homes Agent 
Teter will request that the Seventh in- 
fantry, from Fort Bussell at Cheyenne, 
or the Eighth cavalry from Boise, be at 
once sent to this point.

THAT DEADLY FLUID. 


AN ELECTRIC GUN THAT IS NOISE- 


LESS AND SMOKELESS. 


Will Throw Projectiles Bapidlj and Witfc 


Great Force—Is Light, Economical ana 
Claimed to Be Notiexplosive—Invention 
of. a SprlngOcld (O.) Electrician. 


From an electrical exchange the fol- 


lowing facts concerning an invention 
which the inventor thinks will revolu- 
tionize the making of modern war ord- 
nance are obtained. 
It is by Alvaro S. 


Krotz, nn electrician of Springfield, O. 
He is chief engineer of the Springfield 
Street Railway company. 


The results of this invention are a 


noiseless bnt deadly weapon as destruc- 
tive and terrible as the most powerful of 
modern cannon. The agent which the 
inventor has employed in place of pow- 
der, gun cotton or dynamite is an elec- 
tric current, and the results of experi- 
ments made recently were held to be as 
satisfactory as if these agencies had been 
nsed. 


Three years ago Mr. Krotz was grant- 


ed a potent on an electric regulator, 
which has been in use in the street rail- 
way power house ever since. 
Three 


months ago a second patent-was granted 
for an Improvement on this regulator, 
and about this time Mr. Krotz was pos- 
sessed with the idea that he eonld use 
liis regulating device in throwing pro- 
jectiles. He went to work and made sev- 
eral experiments Recently the gnn was 
tested secretly and proved a snccess be- 
yond expectations. 


The gnn was simply a brass cylinder 


open at, botli ends. Around this tube, 
which was B feet long and 2% feot 
thick, with a smooth one inch boro, en- 
tire length, the electric current was so 
arranged that bullets were made tem- 
porary magnets, arranged with positive 
and negative poles or lines parallel with 
the length of tho tube. The balls or bul- 
lets were attracted by the lines of force 
after them, giving tho projectiles over 
increasing impetus as they passed along 
the tube or gnn. 


Mr. Krotzsays that tho "special ad- 


vantages of the gan are that it cannot 
explode; that it maybe made very light 
weight in proportion to its capacity for 
throwing projectiles; that it is economic 
in expense and operation; that the limit 
of the nnmbor of balls it will throw 
•within a given time is the number of 
balls that can bo got to its breach con- 
secutively in a given time. I estimate 
that a flvo foot gnn under 800 volt, 100 
ampere current, will throw a one pound 
ball 1,000 feet with a striking force of 
100 pounds. The lines of force resultant 
from the current act upon the molecular 
magnetism in the projectile in one di- 
rection only, turning each individual 
molecule in tho same direction, where 
tho lines of fprco are of opposite polarity, 
traveling ahead of the projectile as it 
passes through the gun. The bnllets are 
thrown forward in much the same way 
rs the armature of an electric motor is 
made to roTpJvo on ita nxis," 


An Educated Spider. 


Athens, Ga., has an educated spider 


Which has aroused considerable interest. 
He wove a web on tho lot of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Moon on Hickory street that has 
been the subject of study on tho part of 
all who have seen it. The web is of n 
dark color, and across the center is a sil- 
very strip resembling writing very 
much, uot very unlike the ohirography 
of lawyers and groat men. A close ex- 
amination of tho writing revealed near- 
ly every letter of tho alphabet perfectly 
formed. Tho superstitions regard it as 
containing some kind of a message. The 
old spider who executed such an ingen- 
ious piece of work is nowhere to be 
found.—Atlanta Constitution,

sumed by our gorernment. Letters 
received here from the primmer show 


But be ig still a sick man, suffering 
rom congestive chills, and that he is. 
weakened and dubilitated from hi* 
confinement and by tho climatic condi- 


ons. Oreat pressure lias been brought 
o bear upon the atate department to 
nduee It to tecnnjui lice for Waller.and 
many prominent men have interested 
themselves in the case. The two sena- 
or* from Kansas, of which slate Waller 
i* a citlsen. have been paitioulary ener- 
getic, and Senator Martin has called In 
«rson at the state department to urge 
rompt action. The department some- 
ime ago Instructed Hr. Enilli, our am- 
bweador at Paris, to make a thorough 
•veatigation of Waller's case, to *ee 
ow lo procure a copy of the record of 
he court martial showing the evidence 
t which Waller is made lo suffer the 
xtraotdlnary aevere sentence ot con- 
n em tut for twenty year*. The am- 
nsvadorhMnot been very luccvnful In 
xeeutlng his instructions, though It 
ppears that he has dene all In hi* 
>ower to carry thorn out. Cor one 
blog the French government abso- 
utely refused the ambMsadorthe right 
to *ee Waller personally, a very extra- 
rdlnary attitude' to as*ume when the 
right* of an American cltliM are oon- 
ccrned. Then, it has failed so far to 
upply the embatudor with the deilnd 
oopy of the court marttal record In 
order that our government might sat- 
isfy Itself of the snfflcleney of the ovl- 
enee on which Waller wa* oonvieted. 
t i* (iaid by Waller'* friend* hen that 
Itogether the proceeding* were ex- 
nnely Irregular, and a travesty upon 
ustioe. The fact that Hr. luttis aiyet 
a. IMM unable toMonre anything like 
record appears lo give weight lo these 
totenents.
